EAST ORANGE, NJ.—East 
Orange Mayor Cardell Cooper 
announced the formation of a 
city-wide effort to develop a 
comprehensive plan for commu- 
nity development services in the 
city. Entitled CD-2000, this year 
long process will seek to “build 
bridges between city government 
and other resources in order to 
improve the quality of life for the 
residents of Bast Orange," com- 
mented Mayor Cooper. 


Nine preliminary areas have 
been identified for policy devel- 
opment and action planning. They 
are Recreation, Youth, Arts and 
Culture, Senior Citizen Services, 
Housing, the Handicapped, Eco- 
nomic Development and Day 
Care. The structure includes a 
steering committee spearheading 
the effort and focus groups from 
which most of the data will be de- 
rived. The data collected from the

The Great Media War 


People foolish enough to be- 
lieve their daily "Eye Witness 
News" telecast think that war in 
the Persian Gulf is just and neces- 
sary and that our troops can win 
such a campaign in a matter of 
minutes. With few exceptions, we 
are getting a mass media steady 
diet of only one side of the cur- 
rent crisis. Most blacks who ac- 
cept ongoing media reports are 
like the presenting broadcast and 
print journalists, victims of U.S. 
government propaganda, our bi- 
ased upbringing, and limited per- 
sonal knowledge of the Middle 


East. A 

While the Administration 
prepares the American public for 
a coming war, the Great Ameri- 
can mass media is definitely not 


the place to go for the full story of 
Iraq and the Persian Gulf/Middle 
East situation.

At a recent community meet- 
ing I attended in Plainfield, sev- 
eral residents addressed their con- 
cerns to Mr. Thomas Corcoran, 
who is Governor Jim Florio's 
chief educational adviser. Ques- 
tions were raised about why. was 
the administration allowed to de- 
mand a revision in the original 
report, which was allegedly much 
more critical than the version re- 
leased to the public. Mr. Corcoran 
assured the audience that no ma- 
jor revisions were made. But, 
when residents asked if they 
could obtain a copy of the origi- 
nal report, Mr. Corcoran told 
them they could not, 

Community residents and 
some school employees who were 
in attendance, also expressed dis- 
satisfaction over the fact that 
some of the schools who were 
experiencing the most problems 
were not visited, and the admin- 
istration had too much control 
over the itinerary of the team 
members, Access to these mem- 
bers were limited, and parents had 
to make appointments to see team 
members through the superinten- 
dent's office, 

In Newark, many parents and 
community members have ex- 
pressed some of the same con- 
cerns. They question why there 
are some serious differences in 
the various revisions of the final 
report. Supposedly, there are 
three versions of the report, be- 
cause of changes requested by the 
school administration and mem- 
bers of the external review team. 

The first version was rejected 
by members of the external re- 
view team who apparently re- 
ceived a great deal of assistance 
from state education department 
staff members. Team members 
apparently felt that these staff 
members tried to put more of a 
positive light on the problems and 


cited by the team's 
findings, than what was accept- 
able to them. 

The furor and controversies 
which have been aroused around 
the releases of some of the State 
Department of Education socalled 
external review team reports, 
should have been anticipated. The 
Process was flawed from the 
beginningparticularly when par- 
ents, and concerned citi- 
zens were excluded from these 
“external review" teams. 

Team members were com- 
prised of members who were 
supposedly experts, or who had 
some type of background in the 
education field. I'm sure they 
were all highly competent and 
qualified individuals. Unfortu- 
nately, to ask them to come into a 
district and within just five to ten 
days do an extensive review that 
really focuses in on every aspect 
of the school district's programs, 
was unrealistic. These teams 
needed the inclusion of people 
who were more familiar with the 
districts - who knew where some 
of the "bodies were buri 

If some school administrators 
are now complaining about the 
final reports, imagine if all of the 
truths were uncovered? The fact 
that there were several revisions 
made to the original reports, has 
led many to question the validity 
of the process, and the serious- 
ness of this entire undertaking. 
This has led to a lot of skepticism 
and disgust among community 


residents and school employees 


who worry that the real concerns 


and problems existing in these _ 


school districts will not be ad- 
dressed. 

When the report was revised. 
and presented to the school ad- 
ministration for review, it was 
apparently rejected because it was 
very critical of administration, 


contains most of what was in the 


second version, accept some of 
the more harsher comments were 
deleted. 

The end results from all of 
these revisions and modifications 
in the various team reports, are 
that many now believe that a lot 
of the problems will still not be 
addressed when additional money 
comes into these districts. Since 
there are many who do not want 
our children to receive more 
money to raise their standard of 
education, it's unfortunate, that 
once again bureaucrats, con- 
cerned about making themselves 
look good, have been allowed to 
tamper with the process, and 
cloud the real issues and con- 


erns. 

School officials need to spend 
less time in being so defensive. 
Instead, their time would be better 
spent in developing plans to ad- 
dress the problems which exist in 
the districts. The districts actually 
made out quite well, even though 
many of the reports were critical 
of some of the practices and pro- 
grams which are in place. If 
teachers and parents had been in- 
cluded on the external review | 
teams, a more accurate assess- 
ment would have been made, and 
school officials 


arms. Nevertheless, the reports 
should be of some use in provid- 
ing an overall assessment of some 
of the problems which have to be 
corrected, 

Community residents need to 
obtain a copy of the revised ver- 
sions, and use it as just one more 
instrument to review their school 
district's programs. State and 
school officials need to stop being 
so defensive, and allow the public 
to really know the truth. This 
continual effort to cover-up and 
try to gloss over the problems will

nately these tracks reflect just one 
side of Kool G. Rap. The other 
side, the darker side, shows no 
mercy as it assaults the ears with 
hard core verbal brutality and raw 
street language. 

Eric B., well known for his 
work with rapper Rakim, pro- 
duces many of the gangster style 
tracks on this album, adding ex- 
citing beats that propel Kool G. 
Rap's poetry at break neck speeds. 
“Wanted: Dead or Alive" is a 
nightmare vision of a violent hero 
shooting crooked cops and 
throwing bullet ridden bodies into 
the river. This is not a place 
where anyone would want to visit 
for too long: "One brother got 
smoked in a car chase/Through 
the windshield a bullet in the 
face/Left his head wide open like 
a basket/ Went to his funeral shot 
up his casket." Tough talk contin- 
ues on "Kool Is Back" where the 
poet threatens to bust rival MCs 
“like a bubble " in a fast rapping 
style sprinkled with gross profan- 
ity. As the self-proclaimed 
“principal of the New School,” 
Kool G. Rap adłis humor to his 
boasting and bragging on "Play It 
Kool": 


1 play it cool making you kneel, 
squirm, and squeal i 
My name ain't Rodney but I'm 
standing on a dangerfield 


The other styles of rap, espe- 


cially ' - hard core gangster style 
rap, will keep Kool G. Rap from 


getting the artistic recognition he 
deserves. But this is a choice that 
many rappers have consciously 
made. Many are proud to wear 
the label that warns parents about 
the street talk and street language 
found on their albums. On the 
new LP Kool G. Rap and DJ. 
Polo are "Wanted: Dead Or 
Alive" but it might be even more 
interesting to see how far they 
could go without the stigma of 
being gangster rappers. It 
wouldn't be a sellout and it might 
really open some hearts and 
minds to the true value of black 
culture-a spiritual pick me up 
where we've been down and a 
step up to the mountain-top of 
hope. It really comes: down to 
who's vision we follow, the gang- 
ster rappers or those rappers who 
are really "comin' correct"_mak- 
ing black people feel good about 
themselves, giving them fuel for 
the struggle, hope for a better to- 
morrow. 

It's time for rappers to stop 
telling us about the negative 
things we know and start telling 
us the positive things we can look 
forward to. The challenge is for 
rappers to first respect their God 
given talent, stop dissing each 
other and themselves, come up 
with a vision of hope, then start 
rapping about that. We stand at 
the crosSroads of a strong black 
cultural movement, a movement 
to save humanity. That's what 
time'it is. 7 A

"Predator 2" opens in very much the same manner as its predecessor, 
in a jungle-like setting, only instead of strife-torn Central America, this 
time it's the streets of Los Angeles in the year 1997. There is a war 
raging in LA's garment district between a Columbian drug gang (with 
more fire power than a small armory) and a woefully underarmed 
battalion of LAPD police officers and squad cars. That is, until Detective- 
Lt Mike Harrigan (Danny Glover) makes the scene. Itis at this moment 
when Glover combining some of his old lethal weapon magic and sheer 
maverick nerve, that you settle back in your seat and prepare for a bit of 
blistering film excitement. Unfortunately, that feeling doesn't last long, 
as this film hardly lives up to the reputation of its original. 

But without getting into differences and similarities, this film is of 
the classic sequel genre. One that merely combines the more sen-sational 
elements of the first, while skipping over both its innovation and 
creativity. The filmmakers tend to make up for it by overdoing the 
violent, fast-paced action and stunts, mind-bl ig technical 
effects, bloody showdowns, and skinless human cadavers. 

Danny Glover stars as Detective-Lt Mike Harrigan, one of LA's 
toughest cops with a hard-earned reputation for taming the natives 
inhabiting LA's urban jungle. But this time, Harrigan’s battle is two- 
fold,--to catch the unexplained force that is taking out and mutilating 
LA's drug lords (and anyone else with a gun) before he can get to them, 
and get around Gary Busey, cast as Special Federal Agent Peter Keyes, 
(who is obsessed with capturing the Predator so that he and his team can 
study him). The race to see who gets to this alien force first, is a a fierce 
and mutilating maze through the darker shadows of the city. The two 
finally team up, but to no avail, as their own egos get in the way of 
pwee the force and leaving the door open for (you guessed it)-- 
Predator 3. 

Rounding out the cast are Rueben Blades and Maria Conchita Alonzo, 
with Calvin Lockhart in what almost boiled down to a cameo as King 
Willie. Of course, Predator is 7'2" Kevin Peter Hall. (You might 
remember him from "227". He's the guy who recently wed "227" co- 
star Alaina Reed Hall). 

In one of the films more humorous moments, the alien is stalking a 
subway gang, who is in turn, taking potshots at a seemingly defenseless 
man. That is, until he pulls out a gun in the spirit of New York's famed 
subway vigilante, and in the very next instance, every one else in the 
compartment draws their weapons. Of course, Predator (who is 
supposedly drawn by the heat of inner city conflicts) is the only one who 
really has a field day. 

In fact, this film is much better suited as a satire. After all, this kind 
of mindless entertainment really can't be taken seriously, but if it's action 
and violence you're after, you won't be disappointed.
